declared a crim in al. 
“The reason for th is 
policy Is 
th a t it Is the on ly w ay of gettin g 
lid of It. R egulation has been tried 
for 4000 years, from 
th e 
tim e 
of 
H am m urabi, an d It has been foun d 
th a t the traffic can n ot he regulated. 
I t disregards the law. People have 
n ow said, ‘W e can n ot regulate it. 
W e m ust prohibit it altogether. 
“Thera is n o so-called ‘tyran n y of 
th e m in ority’ in this respect. 
The 
prohibition m easure w as placed on 
trial before 9 8 legislative tribun als 
an d the verdict w as 9 5 to 3 in its 
favor. 
“Presiden t 
Hoover 
says 
today 
th a t 75 per cen t of the people of the 
n ation are dry. It is the cities an d 
th e urban dailies th a t are w et an d 
are tryin g to break down the lin es 
th a t the dries have draw n . 
He 
urges the dries sim ply to hold their 
lin es, an d then to go over in to the 
urban districts w ith an education al 
program about liquor to say th at 
liquor is n ot to ho tolerated 
an y ­ 
where. 
“Today the m an who sells boot­ 
leg liquor is a crim in al, but in the 
eves of th e law the m an who buys 
is n ot. 
W e 
are 
discoverin g 
th a t 
crim e in certain cen ters of our lan d 
is a profession an d boys are bein g 
train ed In it as bein g both safe an d 
profitable. 
The way to do away

county ,

to Dr. K. II.

Two y ear* ago, the gov ernment, through the Federal Reserv e 
Board, undertook to curb speculation in the stock market. 
To 
accomplish that purpose, the Board forced the banks to reduce 
their loans on stock collateral. 
One object of the Board, wa8 
to make the credit av ailable for “ legitimate business. 
Another 
object was to protect the small inv estor. 
We all know what happened. 
The stock market crashed 
and the credit went into hiding. 
It isn’t in 
legitimate business. 
It isn’t in circulation. 
Business did not need the credit two y ear* 
ago: it had a plenty . 
Business does need the credit now. 
As for the small fry who had to be cured of their specula­ 
tiv e mania, they are in the stock market in larger numbers than 
ev er before. 
There are many more stockholders now than there 
were at the height of the bull market. 
Within six months after the crash, they were as eager to 
speculate as ev er. 
Stock prices rose higher than the lev el at 
the time when the Board began to curb speculation. 
At the present time, the market acts as though ev ery body 
was keen to make good his losses by taking new risks. The cats 
and dogs in the list of stocks are as popular as ev er. 
Since attempting to regulate the stock market, the gov ernment 
has attempted, without any success, to regulate the wheat market. 
Whether the gov ernment is wise in try ing to fix the price of wheat 
is a hotly debated question. 
So is the question whether the 
gov ernment should regulate the price of stocks—or discriminate 
against loans on stocks, which amounts to the same thing. 
At least, we may raise the question whether it is not foolish 
for the gov ernment to attempt to control the desire of human 
beings to speculate. Foolish or not, the attempt seems to be futile.

W hen a child cheats for a mark 
you may know; He was in fear 
of failure; 
he was 
striv ing 
to 
m aintain a place not his own; he 
had a false idea of his work and 
tha t idea had come through some 
outside influence that urged him 
beyond his power. 
Cheating is an indication, that 
all is not well in the classroom or 
in the home. 
It is to be met by 
a careful scrutiny of the possible 
causes. 
Most of the children are 
honest and the few who are likely 
to yield to tem ptation can be held 
by the power of the group. 
Make 
the conditions fav orable to hon­ 
orable conduct and the children 
will not fall below the standard.
